Medicare sign-up period now through March 


People who failed to sign 
up for the medical in¬ 
surance part of Medicare 
or who once had this 
protection but dropped it 
will have a chance to get 
this protection during the 
1984 general enrollment 
period, January through 
March, Richard Olenchak, 
Social Security manager in 
Carbondale, said recently. 


The medical insurance 
part of Medicare helps pay 
for doctor bills, outpatient 
hospital serveies, and 
many other medical items 
and services not covered 
under hospital insurance. 

Protection for people 
who sign up during the 
general enrollment period 
will start July 1, 1984. 

Medical insruance is 


financed by premiums paid 
by those enrolled and the 
Federal general revenue. 
Currently the Federal 
Government pays about 
three-fourths of the cost. 

People who sign up 
during a general 
enrollment period may pay 
a higher premium, Olen¬ 
chak said. This is because 
the premium is increased 


by 10 per cent for each full 
year a person could have 
had this protection but did 
not. 

More information about 
the medical insurance 
general enrollment period 
can be obtained at the 
Carbondale Social Security 
office, located at 15 South 
Main Street.

NORTH CHURCH STREET. In the 
September 21 issue of the NEWS, Cy 
M. Grosvenor, Elmira, N.Y. recalled 
the businesses that were at one time 
located in the one-block section of 
North Church Street between the 
bridge over the Racket Brook and the 
intersection of North Church, 
Belmont and Canaan Streets. On 
September 22, Carmine Cost. 
Waymart, telephoned and offered the 
following information about that one- 
block of North Church Street: "The 
Saunders who had the barber shop 
was named Sylvester, and they 
called him "West” and not "Wes” as 
Cy Grosvenor says. His name was not 
Wesley but Sylvester. I started out at 
that comer myself, on the fifth of 
July, 1923, as an apprentice barber 
under West Saunders. I was there 
until 1913, when Finn’s place burned 
down. Amos Grippo was the 
shoemaker. Next to the Cemetery 
wall, there was a ramp, that led up to 
the store rooms on the second and 
third floors. The showroom was not 
on the second floor, as Cy says it was. 
The showroom was located in what 
was later the Russell Ice Cream 
Parlor. The store rooms were on the 
second and third floors. They had an 
elevator that worked by hand 
George Maldfield had a plumbing 
store right next to where Avery’s 
was-on the side towards the bridge. 
George Maldfield was the father and 
Walter was the son and they were in 
there together Moon did have the 
blacksmith shop in there before Finn 
went in. I worked there when Fitz¬ 
simmons was there. I cut Cy’s hair, 
and his father's and his uncles. 
Saunders sold out in 1926 to Kenneth 


Lewis. I worked for Lewis until 1929, 
and we had a fire there Ken decided 
that he was not going back into the 
barber business, and lie went into the 
State Police. I took over the shop in 
1929, and I was there until the place 
burned down in 1932 or 1933. Then 
they cleaned up the place and the 
only part of the building that was 
standing was Finn’s showroom and 
that’s where Russell's went in. 1 was 
12 years old when I started to learn 
the trade of barbering.” 

On September 23, 1983, Donald 
Hoyle, Sr., reported the following 
information on this same one-block 
section of North Church Street: 
"Maldfield had a plumbing shop next 
to Avery's. They moved from the 
front of the shop to the back. Grippo 
had a fire up by Saunders and then 
Grippo went into the front and 
Maldfield moved into the rear of the 
building. Maldfield resided up¬ 
stairs.” 

JOHN MARSHALL SCHOOL. The 
John Marshall School (No. 8) was 
located at the northwest comer of 
Maple Avenue and Belmont Street. It 
was erected in 1892 at a total cost of 
$14,480 00, and was built by W.D. 
Stevens of Binghamton, who erected 
the three-story wing of Carbondale 
City Hall and Courthouse in 1892-1894 
The school was opened for students 
on December 12. 1892, after having 
been formally inspected and ac¬ 
cepted by the School Board on 
December 9, 1892. The John Marshall 
school was closed in June, 1974, after 
82 years of service. 

14lst PENNSYLVANIA 
REGIMENT. A great many young 
men from the Carbondale area 


served in the 141st Infantry 
Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
during the Civil War. This regiment 
was recruited from the rural districts 
of northeastern Pennsylvania. It was 
made up of a few professional men, 
farmers, mechanics, laborers, and 
youths who rushed to answer Lin¬ 
coln’s call for 300,000 volunteers in 
July 1862. Company G was formed in 
early August, 1862, when James 
Mumford, a law student, began 
recruiting at Honesdale. In Hawley, 
Joseph L. Atkinson, a businessman, 
started to recruit another company. 
It was later decided to combine both 
towns into one company. On August 
25,1862, James Mumford was elected 
captain; Joseph L. Atkinson, first 
lieutenant; Charles Ball, second 
lieutenant; William Muir, first 
sergeant; William T. Lobb, second 
sergeant. The company joined the 
regiment then being formed in 
Harrisburg. Henry J. Madill, a 
Towanda lawyer, was named colonel 
and commanding officer of the 141st. 
The regiment proceeded by train to 
Washington on August 29, 1862, 
stopping at Baltimore. The 141st first 
saw action at Fredericksburg, 
December 13,1862. Captain Mumford 
was killed at Chancellorsville and 
Lieutenant Atkinson, although 
wounded, assumed command of the 
company in December, 1863, and 
remained in charge until February, 
1865. when he resigned his com¬ 
mission because of wounds. William 
Lobb was commissioned captain on 
February 18, 1865, and remained in 
command until the company was 
mustered out of service on May 28, 
1865.
